The reporter saw Houston Cole 
cleaning out the vault of the Cole 
Hardware Company yesterday, and 
the removal of the old books, some 
four or five hundred in number, be­ 
longing to Cole Bros., revealed no 
inconsiderable part of the financial 
history of Bryan. Some of the led­ 
gers dated back to 1867, when Mr. J. 
N. Cole was bookkeeper, and the 
entries showed the high prices pre­ 
vailing then. 
Flour sold from 612 to 
620 per barrel, potatoes 62 50 per 
burhel, aud many other things were 
equally scarce and proportionately 
high. But cotton was also high, and 
money plentiful. The entries show 
the firm purchased large numbers of 
buffalo hides brought in by 
the 
freighters who came to Bryan from 
tile remote parts of the state, then 
almost without railroads. The hand- 
w r i t i n g of many 
bookkeepers 
adorned the pages of these musty 
records, some of whom are gone, 
some dead, and some here and pros­ 
pering in other lines of business.

senate providing for admission of Ok 
Lahoma and the Indian Territory as 
one state, to be named Oklahoma, was 
agreed to by all Republican members 
except Mr. Quay.

■‘Nothing contained in the said con­ 
stitution shall be construed to limit or 
impair the rights of persons or prop- 
; erty pertaining to the Indians in sa|d 
territory so long as such rights shall 
remain unextinguished, or to effect tho 
authority of the government of the 
United States to make any law or reg­ 
ulation respecting such Indians, their 
lands, property or other rights which 
it would have been competent to m ake 
if this act had never passed." 
I 
As usual in the admission of states 
all male citizens are authorized to votF 
for delegates to the constitutional con­ 
vention and there is a provision added 
extending this privilege to Indians who 
are members of any tribes lot ated in 
the Indian Territory. 
T h ese indians 
are also made eligible to become dele­ 
gates to the convention. 
The 
total 
number of such dele,rite$ is limited to 
120, sixty each from Oklahoma and In­ 
dian Territory. In Oklahoma the dele­ 
gates are to he apportioned to the va­ 
rious counties by the territorial officers 
and in Indian Territory to the districts 
by the judges of the United 
States 
court. 
The federal Judges in Indian 
Territory are also made to constitute 
the final canvassing board for the vote 
in that terr tory. 
The statehood con­ 
vention is to be held at the seat of 
government 
of 
Oklahoma Territory. 
Among the declarations prescribed for 
the proposed state is one "forever pro­ 
hibiting polygamous or plural 
mar­ 
riages." There is also a provision re­ 
quiring the state to assume the debts 
of the territory of Oklahoma. 
The 
constitution adopted is#to be submitted 
to the qualified voters of the state for 
ratification or rejection as usual In such 
cases. In case of acceptance a procla­ 
mation of the president will be the 
final act necessary to admit to com­ 
plete statehood. 
The new state Is to be allowed four 
representatives in congress until the 
next census, two United States sena­ 
tors and a full quota of state officers, 
liberal provision is made for the pub­ 
lic school system of the state. 
The 
state is to be divided Into two judicial 
districts, to be known as the Eastern, 
covering the area of the present Indian 
Territory and the 
Western district, 
covering the territory comprised in 
Oklahoma. The constitutional commit­ 
tee Is empowered to divide the land 
comprised in the Osage and Kaw res­ 
ervations into counties, the number of 
counties being limited to twenty-four.

Mr. Nefson, from the committee on 
territories, reported a substitute for 
teh omnibus statehood btl], with the 
recommendation that Oklahoma and 
Indian Territory be admitted into the 
Union as one state under the name of 
Oklahoma. 
Wneh the immigration 
bill was brought up Mr. Quay precipi­ 
tated a discussion over the status of 
the statehood bill, which was termi­ 
nated by a ruling from the chair that 
beginning on Dec. IO, it would be then 
unfinished business and that at the 
closing hour each day it would be laid 
before the senate unless displaced by 
a vote.
